Mr. Armstrong’s Plan for Duct from

Erie Commended.

To the Editor of The Tribune.

Bir: An article appeared In yonr lssue of June
B0, entitled “Complaint from Croton Falle,” in
which it was stated that the inhabltants of the vil-
lages were overwhelmed with grief caused by the
water board having decided to bufld a dam and
reservoir which would utterly ruin the place and
biast the hopes of the people.

In eonclusion it wae said that & Mr. Armstrong |
had outlined a plan for obtaining an abundant sup- |
ply of pura water from Lake Erie, which wauld |
render the bullding of reservoirs in Westchestar
County and its wicinlty unnesessary. Mr. Arm-
strong's article was published in one of the daily |
evening papers last February, and doubtless os-
caped the atention of those for whom it was in- |
tended.

With your permission 1 proposs to glve a =vn-
opsis of the plan which Mr. Armstrong has outlined,
belliaving it to be hoth feasibie and practical. and
worthy of the attention of onr city authorities,

He estimares the entire expense (o be not over
28150 LX), requiring four yvears in {ts construction
provided it is buill contemporaneous with the en-
largement of the Erie (‘anal.

This duct is to be built of first quality cement,
of which there {3 an ample 5upp‘lj;- in thia ecuntry,
and with stesl wire wound around it and embedded

Made in thia way the duct will be capable of
resisfing any amount of pressure required of it
and wiil laat forever.
